Grotesque Efforts ef Early Art as Shown by 
Careful Excavations in Burial Grounds 
and Cave Dwellings—Masks Used First 
im Religious Worship and Tifen Degen- 
erating Inte Mere Evidences of Abo- 
riginal Humer—How the Spirit of Bur- 
lesque Originated. 

Whatever speaks of the primitive inhabit- 
ants of America, whatever message is borne 
from their burial mounds or their cave dwell- 
ings, is of peculiar interest to us who live. in- 
truders,in thedand of which they were once 
sole possessors, Ina recent book, ‘‘ Masks, 
Heads, and Faces,”’ published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., Miss Ellen Russell considers 
not only the relation of Egyptian hieroglyphs, 
Greek medallions, and rude Norwegian carv- 
ings to art, but the significance of the head- 
vases and masks of the early peoples of this 
continent as well. The face has been cher- 
ished in all periods as the arena of mystic in- 
fluences—the glance of the eye was magical, 


. the tongue was an instrument of sorcery. The 


face and head—these were the man; and by 
preserving them, identity, indiviauality, even 
a specialized and human existence was in- 
sured, The funeral ritual of the dead prac- 
ticed by the Egyptians containéd among the 
rites those directed to the face of 
the deceased, in winch the adjustment of the 
lips to the teeth was a ceremony of mysterious 
import. Thus the display of.teeth, common 
in all early masks, loses ite vulgerity. 

A noticeable characteristic of two vases 
lately exhumed mm Arkansas 1s the particulari- 
zation of the teeth, the adjustment of the lips 
being intended, apparently, to give an expres- 
sion of smiling content. There is a curious 
device about the. eyes, and tne lower part of 
the face is elabGrately engraved. Lines cross 
the face about the mouth and beneath the 
small nose, while near the mouth iis the figure 
ot the delta, a common sign in many lands. 
Beneath and upon the chin is a reticulated 
line, the conventional form of the ‘“*serpent- 
lightening.’’ This head-vase appears to be a 
representation of a death mask, or the face of 
a mummy, and the incised lines are of para- 
mount importance as an expression of affilia- 
tion with or appeal to the genii of the dead. 
They are a supplication, peehane, that the vis 
age here portrayed may be preserved, and are 
of talismanic import. 

In consideration of the rise and develop- 
ment of art, the importance of the vase, es- 
pecially the head-v can scarcely be over- 
estimated. In these objects portraiture began 
ite early essays. From the careful tracing of 
the totemic s to the delineation of the hu- 
man features is traceable the upward step to- 
ward individualization. Those rare head- 
vases from the mounds of Missouri mer be 
regarded as figures of the faces of people long 
passed into dust. Round, smilmg, and sen- 
suous, they bespeak that happy people in 
whose art there isan expression of tropical 
placidity. 

As an example of portrait-making, the 
Mexican head-vase in the illustration, copied 
from the original in the Ethnological Museum 
at Berlin, might well bear comparison with

the advanced Assyrian head-vases. In both 
cases the faces are those of. the warrior race, 
theeagle men among humans. The Mexican 
head bears the typical Siouan cast of physi- 
ognomy, havi ree lines of savage power 
to which. the channeled brows give emphasis. 
Especial care respecting skull is notice- 
able in Peruvian burial. Even the young in- 
fant’s head was covered with a loose Gap lined 
with wadding of cotton and hair covered with 
the sacred color in red paint. Within this cap 
was a tress of soft human hair upon which the 
head rested. A cord, tied in seven knots 
carefully wrapped up, lay near, which with 
the red paint were doubtless the magic nuclei 
of preservative forces. For a similar BErEen,. 
also, feathers of different colors were attach 
by a thread to the wrapping of the head of the 
Peruvian mummy; or cap ornaments formed 
of the quills of the condof, bird of the Mexi- 


can goddess of the moon, of the package of 
seeds beside the body, as on the prayer poles 
of the Indians in the North. Everywhere the 
head is a consideration of pious thought. The 
popes of the maskoid, in which appears the 
awning idea of portraiture, was supplicatory. 
These specimens of artistic skill, which were 
set at the foot or head of the Peruvian grave, 
are evidently arduous efforts of similar inten- 
tion to the dual images in ptian tombs; 
but their success in giving abode to the spirit 
of the dead, if such were the design, seems 
to depend more upon the contents of the nets 
and cloth bags than on the likeness to the 
dead. For the sculpture is suited to the first 
boyish attempt at oe dire. and is entirely 
wanting in acute characterization, 
The change from the original serious inten- 
tion of the mask to the more modern and 
icturesque appears by comparison with the 
ndian shaman. The Indian priest has put

Mr. August Gros. has received some im- 
portant additions to his collection at the Stevens 
Gallery. The picture “Aux Armes,” by Berne 
Bellcour, is from the last Paris Salon. It shows 
the interior of a court,on the farther side of 
which is a chateau, with an officer with a giass, 
atone of the upper windows, and some soldiers 
just opening fire from another. In the fore- 
ground a number of chasseurs-a-pied are 
rushing from a barn and out of an adjoin- 
ing building, upon the steps of which 
a bugler is sounding “to arms.”

A portfolio containing forty of the water- 
colors of Mr. 8 P. R. Triscott has been received 
at O’Brien’s. 

The work, which is composed chiefly of scenes 
along the coast of Maine, is characterized by a 
delightful frankness, simplicity, and directness of 
handling, and fresh and at the same time deli- 
cate color. The works sent here last year by the 
same artist were exceptionally good, but the 
present collection surpasses them. There is a 
marked improvement in the greens and in the 
rendering of the more delicate effects. Of 
those which are particularly pleasing are his 
“Gray Day at Outler, Maine,” showing 
a gray rocky shore enlivened with a note of yel- 
low in the rocks and the white water breaking on 
the beach; his “ Salt Marsh,”’ with some cows 
grazing on the bank and some dark woods in the 
bac : the “Sea-View on the Coast of 
Maine,” a gray effect with an irregular group of 
rocks jutting out inté the sea, and “On the 
Parker River,” with a clump of trees and a bit of 
stone fence on the bank in the foreground and 
a line of trees and some houses on the opposite 
bank with thei? reflections broken by thecurrents 
of the river.

Work upon the Fine Arts Building on West 
Fifty-seventh street, New York, which is to fur- 
uish quarters for the Society of American Artists, 
the Art Students’ League, and the Architectural 
League of that city, was commenced last month.
